The Colorado Conference met for its Thirty- 
first Annual Session in the First Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, Trinidad, Colorado, Thursday, June 
8th, 1893, at 10 o'clock a.M., with Bishop Henry W. 
VWiseren. Dol) sin the: chert 

An appropriate selection of Scripture from the 
20th chapter of the Acts of the Apostles was read 
by the Bishop ; the 798th hymn was announced and 
sung, when he led the Conference in prayer. 

The Bishop then, in a few well-chosen words, 
greeted the Conference, explaining the absence of 
Bishop Foster, who had been assigned the Presi- 
dency of this Conference, and the reasons for zs 
presence. 

The following resolutions were presented by 
Earl Cranston, and adopted unanimously, with a 
rising vote: 

WHEREAS, The venerated and beloved Bishop Foster, who had 


been regularly assigned to the presidency of this Conference, has 
been sent abroad in place of Bishop Foss, disabled by accident ; and 


WHEREAS, The senior Bishop, in order to meet this exigency, 
has appointed to the supervision of our Conference our resident 
bishop, H. W. Warren, whose devotion to our connectional interests 
throughout the State has been attested by years of faithful and effi- 
cient service ; therefore 

Resolved, That we heartily welcome Bishop Warren as our pre- 
siding Bishop, pledging him our co-operation in the labors of the 
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Conference, and our earnest prayers in his behalf, that he may have 
divine guidance in the discharge of the unexpected responsibilities 
thus providentially thrust upon him.

CONFERENCE EXAMINATIONS. 


WHEREAS, There is a recognized demand for a more thorough, 
definite and just system of Conference examination, that shall give 
completeness to our splendid Conference course of study ; 
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Resolved, That the examinations be hereafter conducted after 
the following plan: 


1. The management and control of the Conference examina- 
tions shall be in the hands of a faculty nominated by the cabinet and 
elected by the Conference. This faculty and the undergraduates of 
the Conference shall constitute the Itinerants’ School of Theology 
of the Colorado Conference. 


2. Examinations as far as practicable shall be held bi-monthly 
at convenient points in each Presiding Elder’s district and at uniform 
time throughout the Conference. Such examinations shall be pre- 
sided over by a local superintendent of examinations, who shall, 
wherever possible, be a member of the Conference. 


3. Questions for examination shall be prepared by the faculty 
and be put into the hands of the Superintendents of Examination. 
These questions, answered in writing, shall be returned to the chair- 
man of the faculty. and shall constitute the basis of grading, and of 
report to the annual Conference on the work done in the course of 
study by its students. 


4. Any student failing to make a satisfactory examination at 
any regular examination, shall be notified of such failure, and shall 
be given another opportunity ; but not on the same questions. 

5. A grade of 70 on the scale of 100 is required. 


6. Examinations for admission on trial in the Conference shall 
be conducted by a committee of the facultv from questions prepared 
by the faculty. Such examination to be held at the seat of the an- 
nual Conference on the day previous to the opening session of Con- 
ference, 


7. Necessary expenses of the school shall be met by a pro rata 
assessment on the members of the Conference and Itinerants’ 
School, on the basis of salary reported in the minutes.

In our religion—the only salvational one, the only one that has 
divine credentials—the Sacred Being stands first. 

The command of him, to whom John would have rendered hom- 
age, has become the message of every teacher of christianity ; “I am 
thy fellow servant and of thy brethren that have the testimony of 
Jesus: Worship God.”

It is a necessity of our spiritual nature that we have places of 
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hallowed associations, places to which we shall instinctively return as 
memory recalls how God himself met us there and blessed us. 

The theatre, the opera-house, the school-house and the hall may 
be excellent places for occasional services or special gatherings, but 
the “House of Rimmon” cannot be a substitute for the “House of the 
Lord,” nor as sacred to him who washed and was madeclean, as the 
place where the cleansing was performed. 

The Jew in captivity hung his harp upon the willow, but ere long 
he sought consolation in the synagogue and learned to make melody 
in his heart in the humble yet sacred structures where he worshiped 
the God of his fathers, 

Preach we must, for “woe is me if I preach not the gospel.” 
Build we must, for how else are we to retain the results of our spirit- 
ual harvesting ?_ True strategy dictates not only the earliest occu- 
pation of a new field, but also, building a church thereon at the first 
opportunity. We have acted on the former, for Colorado Methodism 
does not complain of having congregations without pastors, but of 
having pastors without suitable places of worship for their congrega- 
tions, a proof that we have not always succeeded in the latter. 

Our statistics prove that too large a proportion of our pastors are 
not fully awake to the importance of sustaining the Church Exten- 
sion Board in its work. 

Looking at the districts we find that the Denver District raised 
a trifle over one-third of its assessment; Greeley six thirteenths ; 
Pueblo about seven thirteenths ; and Salida a trifle over one-half : 
the deficit is Jarger by $315 than the amount raised. 

The number of charges reporting other collections and nothing 
for Church Extension was 15 ; number reporting less than half their 
assessment, 24 ; number reporting their full assessment, 20 ; number 
reporting more than their assessment, 5 ; total number reporting col- 
lections, 74. 

In view of the foregoing facts, 

kesolved, That we pledge ourselves to give this important con- 
nectional work the most skillful handling we are capable of, during 
the coming year.

REPORT OF WORK DONE IN HOSPITAL. 


The Home can accommodate seventeen patients. We have had 
a total during the year of 130. Of these 70 were pay patients and 60 
free. The number of days spent in nursing pay patients, z275 ; free 
patients, 2308. 

The average number of patients has been 12% per day. 

The medical staff is made up of the most eminent and skillful 
physicians and surgeons in Denver, who have given their best ser- 
vices with splendid devotion. 

The financial support of the Home has been most generous, 
the subscriptions made two years ago being largely collected, the 
churches making liberal donations, the street car lines carrying our 
workers free of charge, merchants and others making large reduc- 
tions in prices, and friends showing helpful sympathy in many prac- 
tical ways.

EDUGALION: 


From the full and complete reports made to us by the Chancellor 
and Financial Agent of the University of Denver, and also from an- 
other submitted to us by one of the designated Conference examiners, 
as well as from the general good name of the school, we are prepared 
to report an enlarged confidence in the present management and an 
increased hope of the future success of our Conference School. 

In spite of some special obstacles peculiar to our young State 
and to Christian schools, the work of the different departments has 
gone forward with unvarying success. The College of Liberal Arts 
enrolls the largest number of students in its history. The College 
of Medicine has had an unusual year, though it has been obliged to 
compete with the State University Medical School, unlawfully, as we 
believe, operating in Denver, and with free tuition. In spite of this, 
the College has graduated the largest class in its history. The Col- 
leges of Dentistry and Pharmacy have had a year of prosperity. The 
Colleges of Fine Arts and Music are in a high degree efficient and 
prosperous. The School of Law, just closing its first year, has en- 
rolled fifty-three students and graduated six. The Faculty is very 
able and devoted, and with Denver’s courts and libraries open to it, 
this school offers the best facilities of any law school within a thou- 
sand miles. 

The Iliff School of Theology, also closing its first year, has en- 
rolled six regular and five partial students. The publication of the 
“Studies in St. Paul’s Epistles,’’ under Bishop Warren’s supervision, 
is a most valuable and significant feature of the work of this school. 
We commend these Studies to all our brethren. The work thus far ac- 
complished in this school justifies the expectation that we shall haye 
here at a very early date an institution that, in number of ministers 
sent out to the work of the Church, as well as in every advantage for 
theological study, shall be second to none in the Church. 

We believe that through the young men who shall come to this 
School of Theology, a new arm of strength is given to our Colorado 
Methodism. 

Arrangements may be made through the missionary and city 
missiony societies, and through other means, to assist students in this 
school, who may pursue their studies and work in the churches at 
the same time, For asmall sum each church might thus secure an 
assistant pastor, a junior preacher, and help a worthy student at the 
same time. 

Other departments of the school are doing well, and we repeat 
with emphasis the statement of the Chancellor that no student need 
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to go anywhere else for instruction in any line. The best is offered 
in this, our own University. 


FACULTY. 


The University is especially fortunate in its earnest, scholarly 
Chancellor and entire Faculty. We believe we are justified in the 
opinion that for self-sacrificing labors, Christian character and teach- 
ing efficiency these professors are unsurpassed by any faculty of like 
numbers anywhere. 

DAY OF PRAYER. 


On the day of prayer for colleges a gracious revival visited the 
school, in which a large proportion of all the previously unconverted 
students were blessedly converted to God.

Much may be done through our pastoral relation to the people 
of the State to advance the holy cause of Christian education. We 
therefore pledge the trustees and faculty of our University to do all 
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in our power to give to the University in every department enlarged 
numbers of students and increased financial support 

It is well known that all unendowed educational institutions of 
the grade of our University expect an annual deficit in their running 
expenses. Our institution is no exception. As was reported at last 
Conference, a deficit of $15,000 was expected during the year just 
closed, to provide for which special pledges were made with partial 
success, $3,000 only having been raised. We are glad however to 
report that instead of $12,000 deficit there was something less than 
$10,000, which it is hoped will be raised without the sacrifice of any 
of the valuable property of the institution. The prospective deficit 
for the coming year is $11,000. We believe the Conference has acted 
wisely in pledging to raise $2,000 during the coming year, exclusive 
of the contributions of Trinity Church, towards this deficit, and re- 
joice in the fact that the balance needed seems so close at hand. 


ASSETS AND LIABILITIES. 


The total assets of the University amount to $1,169,000 ; total 
liabilities, $167,000 ; net assets, $1,002,coo. 


This institution, we are pleased to record, ranks third among 
the fifty-seven colleges of Methodism in the United States in the 
total propérty held for endowment. So much of these resources, 
however, is at present unproductive that the real financial strength 
is not indicated by these figures, except as a pledge for the future. 
We shall do well to encourage the most liberal gifts by all our peo- 
ple to this institution that its influence and efficiency may measure 
up to the God-given opportunity and demands for Christian educa- 
tion in the Rocky mountain country.

EDUGAHION 


We hail with delight the unprecedented progress made by this 
great benevolent society of our Church during the past year. The 
society has now under its control 45 institutions of learning, i3 of 
which are of collegiate grade. In these schools there are 548 teach- 
ers, 345 regular and 203 normal. In these schools there were also 
9,065 students, 277 of whom are studying for the Christian ministry 
and 1,829 were enrolled in the industrial schools. There were 329 
conversions in these schools during the past year. 

We recognize the work of this society as of great importance in 
the uplifting of the Negro race and in the advantages it gives to our 
white members in the South. The greatest need of this society is 
more money. We note the fact that $1,500 has been apportioned 
to our Conference for the coming year. We note also the fact that 
we have raised $591 during the last year, a decrease of $111 over the 
previous year.

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PAS LORAL ADDRESS>: 


To the Members of the Methodist Episcopal Church in the Colorado 
Conference - . 


We, your pastors and co-laborers in the gospel, would present to 
your consideration the largeness of Christian opportunity and devel- 
opment in general, and of Methodism in particular. 4 

These opportunities and this development are sufficient to in- 
spire and gladden the heart of every earnest follower of the Lord 
Christ. The posture of the church should be that of a rightful pos- 
sessor of a magnificent heritage ; the call of the church to the world 
should thrill with the joy of increasing triumph. The victory one 
time seen afar off, is being brought nigh, not by faith alone, but also 
by the marvelous religious development of the last few years, while in 
the future are bright signs of triumph. 

In our State the expanding material interests, the growth of secu- 
lar institutions and the increasing intensity of thought and purpose, 
call for a corresponding development in church equipment and re- 
ligious activity. The call of the present is not for a re-statement of 
doctrine so much as for an increase of religious practice and fervor. 
Such call is finding answer in our Epworth League and Christian 
Endeavor Society work, in our deaconness movement, in our newly 
developing city missions, in our enlarging preparations for Christian 
education, in the clarifying of Christian thought and the strengthen- 
ing of Christian purpose. Relatively Methodism is meeting current 
demands better than ever before in the history of the State. On the 
one hand are the growing cities and their problems, the multiplica- 
tion of frontier settlements, the extension of secular interests in every 
direction and involving every possible object. On the other hand 
are the rapidly developing activities of Christianity, in which Meth- 
odism is doing her full proportion of successful work. The one is 
met and matched, we believe, by the other. 

The past year has witnessed increased interest in the annual 
session of the Itinerants’ Club. a closer affiliation on the part of the 
young people of Methodism with the Epworth League, the develop- 
ment of Christian work in new districts of the Conference ; especially 
has the year been glorified by a revival flame over the whole Confer- 
ence and extending with more or less warmth to nearly every pas- 
toral charge. This has been a revival year in Colorado Methodism. 
Nor has this been confined to our State, but universal Methodism and 
universal Christianity have felt the same spiritual impulses and been 
gladdened by similar spiritual victories. Revivals have been unusu- 
ally numerous and powerful, and their influence is evidently deep 
and lasting. 

The activity of the Church has long been witnessed by what is 
called, often in tones indicative of weariness, “the multiplication of 
causes,” Great causes are indeed plentitul in our time. Every new 
development in history seems the birth-hour of a score. It is the 
urgent need of the world that calls them forth ; it is the responsive 
spirit of Christianity that seeks to satisfy the need by supporting 
the causes the world’s need has called forth. Be it our glad 
function to stand with Christ by the side of them all. It is true they 
make heavy and often wearying demands, but it is the genius of 
Christ to make response to the heaviest dernands. We congratu- 
late you that it is your privilege to help answer “in His name.” A 
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great case isa sign of a great purpose and of great effort. It is a 
signet God has set on society that His gospel is not dead. 

We cannot be unaware that to you, also, has come a conscious- 
ness of the great stress under which modern Christianity is placed 
by many movements in critical thought. The gospel is being sub- 
jected to unparalelled tests. But severe as these tests may be, we 
urge upon your hearts the fact that the severest test of all is not the 
spirit of destructive criticism, nor the doubts of agnosticism, nor the 
assertions of infidelity ; the severest test is the practical demands of 
the world. Deep questions are indeed being asked, yet the deepest 
comes not from the scholar but from the sinner ; great problems are 
coming to the surface which must needs be solved, but the greatest 
are not broached by the speculating unbeliever but by the men and 
women who bear burdens and suffer wrong and struggle with temp- 
tation. These present the greatest problems when they ask the 
Christian Church if it can solve their own. How will we answer 
such questions, how will we solve such problems? This is the cru- 
cial test of Christianity. So long as the Church can answer the 
question of repentance by pointing to the “Lamb of God that taketh 
away the sin of the world,” there will be no danger of fatal perplex- 
ity from other questioners ; so long as we can relieve suffering, so 
long as we can tell of the Divine peace, so long as we practice the 
rule of Christ, so long as we present a practical gospel, Christianity 
will abundantly triumph. When we cease to do this we will fail, and 
we ought to fail; such a catastrophe is itself failure. Be it yours 
and ours during the year before us so to speak and so to live the 
Gospel of Christ as to make suitable reply to these, the supreme of 
all questions. 

We come to you for the new Conference year as pastors who de- 
sire to feed the flock of Christ, as ministers who would be your ser- 
vants, as preachers desiring to speak fervently and helpfully the 
Word of Life. We promise you our best endeavor in the fear of 
God ; we bespeak your cordial and prayerful co-operation in every 


good word and work. vn ?

rs AS born in Spencer, Owen County, Indiana, March 3d, 1857, 
eal and died in Denver, Colorado, of typhoid fever, November 9, 
1892. He was converted in early life, and had thrown around him 
the influence of a devoted Christian family, whose home was always 
known as “the preacher’s home.” He was admitted on trial in this 
Conference in 1889, and received into full connection in 1891. On 
August 20, 1890, he was married to Miss Clara Louise Sylla, step- 
daughter of Dr. Gilbert De La Matyr. Bro. Allison was one of the 
most earnest and sincere young men belonging to the Conference, 
and was passing through the customary initiatory, in our church, of 
hard work on new charges. The burdens he willingly took upon 
his shoulders were greater than his strength could bear; yet, un 
complainingly and resignedly he remained at his task until the 
Master, looking on the weary toiler, said, “It is enough ; come up 
higher.” 

He was expository in his preaching, faithful in his pastorate and 
loyal in his friendships. We do most sincerely sympathize with her, 
who mourns the loss of a true husband, and her who weeps over the 
death of a beloved son, and those who lament the departure of a 
loving brother, and do tenderly take up in our arms the babe who 
will know, but never experience, the meaning of that precious word, 
“Father.” In his last moments he asked for, and joined in singing, 
the song which his sainted father also called for on his death-bed : 

“My latest sun is sinking fast, 
My race is nearly run; 

My strongest trials now are past, 
My triumph is begun.”

ELEN MAY PEARSONS was born in Evanston, Illinois, Dec. 

4, 1865. She was educated at the Northwestern University, 
graduating from the College of Liberal Arts in June, 1888. After 
graduation she taught one year in the Snead Seminary at Toledo, 
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Ohio. She was married to Rev. Harvey R. Calkins, July 8th, 1890, 
After this she spent a year abroad with her husband in travel and 
study. In March, 1891, she was seized with a threatening illness, and 
in July of the same year, came to Colorado Springs in hope of re- 
gaining health and prolonging life. It was soon perceived, however, 
that this hope could not long be cherished, and that she and her 
friends must prepare for the worst. Here in sublime patience and 
sweet resignation she waited till March 27th, 1893, then passed into 
that fair clime where ‘‘sickness, sorrow, pain and death are felt and 
feared no more.” 

If measured by the calendar, her life was short ; not so if meas- 
ured by loving deeds and Christian influence. While those deeds 
were abundant, her’s was more largely a life of being than of doing, 
Outside of her own home, doubtless the largest measure of her influ- 
ence was exerted during her long course of study in the Preparatory 
School and in the College. While she became exceptionally emin- 
ent in learning and culture, she was more so in the brilliancy of 
Christian character. Her quiet, unobtrusive life, and her unaffected 
and simple testimonies in the college prayer meetings, constantly im- 
pressed those who were associated with her that her life was “hid 
with Christ in God.” 

Her death was as peaceful and serene as her life. It could not 
be otherwise. Hers wasa soul too saintly to dwell long in an earthen 
vessel. She was one of those “fair flowers the earth too rudely 
pressed,” and hence had to be early transplanted In the Eden above. 
She was one of God’s jewels that could no longer be accommodated 
among earthly surroundings, and for which He could find appropri- 
ate setting only among the gems of his heavenly kingdom, to “shine

PNR IOKEIUIE, Ils 
NAME AND OBJECT. 

SECTION 1. This incorporation shall be entitled, “The Colorado 
Annual Conference Preachers’ Aid Society,” for the benefit of its 
members, and the widows and minor orphans of its deceased mem- 
bers. 

Sec. 2. This society shall take the place, assume the responsi- 
bilities, and hold the property of the trustees of the Conference 
Claimant Fund. 

a Glos Ws 
OFFICERS AND THEIR ELECTION. 

SECTION 1. The officers of this society shall consist of a Presi- 
‘dent, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, and five Directors, who 
together shall constitute a Board of Managers, and they shall also be 
the legal trustees of the society. Said Board of Managers shall be 
composed of five members in full connection in the Colorado An- 
nual Conference, and four members in full connection in the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, from within the bounds of the Colorado An- 
nual Conference. 

SEC. 2. The officers, as a Board of Trustees, shall be divided 
into three classes, of three trustees each, all of whom shall be elected 
‘by ballot, in the open Conference, immediately after the adoption of 
‘this constitution ; the first class to hold office for one, the second 
class for two, and the third class for three years, from the time of 
their election, or until their successors are elected. At each subse- 
quent session of the Colorado Annual Conference, there shall be 
elected, in the manner prescribed above, three trustees, to hold office 
for three years, and to take the place of those whose term of office 
expires at that conference. 
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SEC. 3. From the Board of Trustees so constituted, the Presi- 
dent, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer shall be elected by the 
Conference by acclamation, on the nomination of the Presiding El- 
ders, each to hold office for one year, but eligible to re-election from 
year to year, as the interests of the society may seem to require. 

Src. 4. All vacancies in the Board of Trustees shall be filled for 
the unexpired term, as in the case of other trustees, at the regular 
election following the time at which the vacancy occurred. 


ARTICLE III. 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

SECTION I. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at 
all meetings of the Board and Society, It shall also be his duty to 
notify the members of the Board of the time and place of holding any 
special meeting, and also to see that due notice be given of the annual 
meetings. 

Sec. 2. The Secretary shall keep careful minutes of all pro- 
ceedings of the Board and Society ; keep a correct list of the mem- 
bers otf the society, of the widows and minor children of deceased 
members, and of its honorary patrons. He shall conduct the corres- 
pondence of the society, aside from the management of its funds. 
And he shall make an annual report of the condition of the society 
to the Annual Conference, including the report of the Treasurer and 
of the Auditing Committee. 

Sec. 3. The Treasurer shall receive, hold and disburse all 
moneys belonging to the society ; make, sue for the recovery of, and 
cancel all investments ; and for these and other necessary purposes 
he shall be authorized to use the seal of the society. He shall also 
keep in his possession, and see to the recording of all titles to real 
estate owned by the society, and convey the same, subject to the ac- 
tion of the Board of Managers. He shall also pay taxes and other 
lawful charges against the property of the society. He shall, in all 
cases, be required to hold in his possession ample security for all 
loans made of the funds entrusted to him. He shall also make an 
annual report of the financial condition of the society, including 
the following items, and any others which he may deem necessary to 
a full statement of the affairs of the society—1, valuation of real es- 
tate ; 2, valuation last year; 3, valuation of personal property, includ- 
ing loans and collaterals ; 4, valuation last year; 5, causes of change 
in valuation ; 6, nature of collaterals and securities ; 7, gross income 
of society ; 8, expenses; 9, netincome; 10, amount of dividend. Said 
report shall be submitted to the board as an auditing committee, for 
its approval. It shall also be presented to the annual meeting of the 
society. 

SEC. 4. The Board of Managers shall supervise and direct all the: 
affairs of the society. 
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ARTICLE IV. 
MEMBERSHIP, 

SECTION 1. Every minister in full connection in the Colorado 
Annual Conference shall be a member of this society. 

The annual dues of membership in the Colorado Conference 
Preachers’ Aid Society shall be one dollar for each member. 

SEC. 2. Any person may become an honorary patron of the so- 
ciety by the payment of ten dollars at one time, into the. treasury of 
the society. 

ZCREDT@IOE, “Vis 
MEETINGS, 

SECTION 1. The business of this society shall be conducted at 
meetings of the Board of Managers, which shall be held annually at 
the place of holding the sessions of the Colorado Annual Conference, 
at three o'clock pP. M. on the first day of the Conference session, notice 
of which shall be giyen by the President or his representative, on the 
floor of the Conference, during its first session, which meeting may 
adjourn from time to time during the Conference week. 

SEC. 2. Special meetings of the Board of Managers may be 
Called by the President at the office of the Treasurer, for the trans- 
action of special business, which shall be named in the call ot the 
President. At either of the above meetings five shall constitute a 
quorum. 

SEC. 3. There shall be a public meeting of the Society during 
each session of the Annual Conference at such time and place as 
shall be designated by the President of the Society, of which due 
notice shall be given. The object of this meeting shall be to hear 
the Treasurer’s repcrt, to listen to addresses, to secure the names of 
honorary patrons, and other subscriptions to the funds of the society, 
and for the promotion of the general interests of the society. For the 
purposes of such meeting the President shall secure the appointment 
by the Bishop, of some member of the Conference at each session, 
to deliver the ensuing annual address. The members present at this 
meeting shall constitute a quorum. 


AN RARE OE. WAL, 
DISBURSEMENTS. 

SECTION I. The net income of the society, as shown by the 
Treasurer’s report, may be distributed annually among the most ne- 
cessitous members, widows, and minor children, and shall be appro- 
priated among them according to the best judgment of the Board of 
Managers, taking into account all the circumstances of age, infirmity, 
time of membership, relation as honorary patron, etc., and consider- 
ing their cases in the order of widows and children first, and then su- 
perannuated and supernumerary members of the Conference, before 
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those who hold an effective relation. Provided, however, that be- 
quests, donations, and honorary patrons’ fees, unless so designated 
by the donors, shall not be considered as such income, but shall go 
to the permanent endowment of the society. And provided also that 
all moneys accruing from the sale of real estate or other property 
shall be considered and held as endowment funds. 

Sec. 2. All disbursements of funds shall be made by the Treas- 
urer, on the order of the Board of Managers, signed by the President 
and Secretary. 

ARTICLE VIL 
BY-LAWS. 


By-Laws may be adopted from time to time, for the government 
of the board and society, by the unanimous recommendation of the 
Board of Managers and a majority vote at any annual meeting of the 
society. 

ARTICLE VIII. 
AMENDMENTS. 


Amendments may be made to this Constitution, or to By-Laws as 
enacted above, by a two-thirds vote at any annual meeting of the 
society. 


The Society ordered that the following proposed Amendments to 
the working plans of the Society be also published : 


To the Preachers’ Aid Society of the Colorado Annual Conference : 


Your Committee appointed at the session of 1892 “to study our 
Constitution and to see whether any improvement may be made on 
the same, and to report at the next (this) annual session,” would re- 
port as follows: 

From the fact that the members of the committee have been 
widely scattered in their fields of labor, it has not been practicable 
to call a meeting until now for the consideration of these questions. 
The matter has been however carefully studied by the committee, 
and three of its members came together in Denver and held a meet- 
ing considering this question together. Since this session opened the 
committee has had no opportunity to holda meeting. They, how- 
ever, submit the following as their report: 

1. We recommend that the Constitution be amended, and so 
amended that membership shall be composed of such members of 
the Colorado Conference in full connection as shall voluntarily join, 
paying a specified admission fee and thereafter an Annual Due, 

2. We also recommend that when so amended membership 
shall be forfeited only for following causes : 

Failure to pay annual dues for a stipulated period of time; ex- 
pulsion from the Conference; location by the Conference for cause, 
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or a withdrawal from the Conference under charges. Membership 
not to be affected by transfer to other fields of labor. 

3. We recommend also that these amendments be so framed 
that all who are now entitled to membership in the society, be made 
secure in that membership by the payment of all One Dollar Annual 
Dues accrued up to and including this session. That from and after 
this session only those who pay the admission fee as agreed upon 
can become members. 

4. We recommend that amendments provide that revenues 
come from the interest on Permanent funds, interest on such be- 
quests or donations as have been made for this purpose, from interest 
on any unappropriated revenues not used in any given year, and from 
Admission Fees and Annual Dues. 

5. That when these amendments shall have been adopted, the 
Secretary of the Society shall file them with the proper officers of 
State, and if necessary shall be authorized to re-incorporate under 
existing laws of the State.

SUSTENTATION OF SUPERANNUATES, 


I. COLLECTION. 


Each congregation shall observe a Sunday to be known as 
Veteran’s Day, upon which the pastor shall present this cause to the 
members of the church, and emphasize their obligations to the Con- 
ference Claimants. A collection shall be taken in the public congre- 
gation for the support of Conference Claimants separate from any 
other interest. 

II. DISTRIBUTION. 

All moneys received for annual distribution in aid of the support 
of Conference Claimants shall be divided into two sums: the first 
consisting of seventy-five per cent. of the whole, shall be called the 
Annuity Fund; the second, consisting of twenty-five per cent. of the 
whole, shall be called the Necessitous Fund. All superannuated 
ministers, the widows, and children under fifteen years of age, of de- 
ceased ministers shall be Conference Claimants, unless the claim be 
voluntarily relinquished. 
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The Annuity Fund shall be divided among the Claimants upon 
the following basis : Each minister shall receive annually ten dollars 
for each year of his effective service ; each widow shall receive one- 
half her husband’s claim ; each child shall receive one-fifth its father’s 
claim. These claims shall be paid fro rata from the moneys in 
hand. 

The Necessitous Fund shall be divided among the Claimants, 
whether superannuates, widows, or children, whose annuities are in- 
sufficient for their needs, in such proportions as the Committee on 
Conference Claimants may deem equitable. 

The gross allowance to each Claimant from the above funds 
shall be reported to and approved by the Annual Conference. 

WHEREAS, The carrying out of this plan will require an increased 
income for the support of Conference Claimants ; therefore, 

Resolved, That each member of the Conference, except those 
who are superannuated, will be expected to contribute at least five 
dollars annually to the above funds.
